They  wented  to  set  up  their  camera 
Just  outside  the  double  doors  near  Jail  Office,  but  Chief 
Curry  came  down  and  told  them  thoy  would  have  to  move  from 
there.  They  were  advised  to  set  up  behind  the  rail,  and 
two  cars  vers  moved  so  thoy  could  set-up  Just  east  of  tho 
rail. 

Mr.  Ven30  said  he  was  working  with  camera  and  was  not  chocked 
for  identification.  Ho  said  he  could  not  remember  any  cars 
going  out  the  Main  Street  ramp.  Ho  said  that  he  does  not 
know  Jack  Ruby,  and  did  not  remember  seeing  the  person  there 
prior  to  shooting.
